TWIN FALLS - The number of streams, 
rivers and lakes in Idaho with unacceptable 
water pollution rose substantially Monday, 
when the federal Environmental Protection 
Agency hiked its Itst of woeful waterways 
from 36 to more than 850. 

' The news was hoiled by the Idaho Con- 
servation League os “a wake-up call for 
Idaho." 


Batting tips 


“Water quality problems are everybody's 
-problomsi- said- ICL spokeswoman'Mclin*- 
da Harm in Boise. “We cannot continue 
with business os usual and the challenge 
now is to ensure that actual protection takes 
place." 

The upshot of Monday's announcement 
is that more time and money - measured in 
years and millions of dollars - will be spent 
to protect^ Idaho's .waters from pollution, 
oiUcials said. 


The stage could be ^t for cnvifonmental 
groups to seek court injunctions to stop log- 
ging, mining and agricuUuml procliccs that 
pollute the state’s waterways, said the ad- 
ministrator of the Idaho Division of Envi- 
ronmental Quality. 

The greatly expanded list was announced 
by the EPA in Seattle, which last month 
lost 0 lawsuit brought by the ICL and the 
Idaho Sportsman’s Coalition. The two 
groups maintained the lower figure, which 
come from an earlier EPA list, was “arbi- 


trarily and capriciously" below the real 
number of polluted waterways in Idaho. 

A federal judge agreed - and ordered the 
EPA .to produce a more accurate list of pol- 
luted rivers, streams and lakes. 

“Thi.s docs not mean that the number of 
water quality limited streams in Idaho has 
gone up," Harm said. "It means that the 
true number is being revealed." 

“Unfortunately, this list is somewhat on- 
palling," added ICL attorney Kate Poole ih

WASHINGTON — The abortion drug 
RU-486 could be licensed for use in the 
United' States within two years, because of 
an. agreement announced Monday that 
gives French drug patents to an internation- 
al research agency. 

France’s Roussel Uclaf agreed to donate 
its patents on RU-486 to the Population 
'Council, a non-profit organization that will 
test the drug on 2,000 U.S. women this fall. 
— .-‘.‘American women who waited far too_ 
long for this drug will now sec the days of 
stalling and foot dragging are over," said 
Rep. Ron Wyden, D-Orc., who has spent 
four years pushing for the drug’s availabili- 
ty here. 

“The medical McCarthyism affecting 
women and their organs has now disap- 
peared," added Rep. Patricia Schroeder, D- 
** 6 &lorrlTo-chair of the Congressional Wom- 
en's Caucus. 

But abortion opponents decried the 
agreement, questioning whether RU-486 is 
a safer alternative to surgical abortions. 

“We do not know whut will happen if 
this drug is unleashed on our society," said 
Kristi Hamrick, spokeswoman for the Fam- 
ily Research Council in Washington.

Seattle. “Wc expect to sec quick ac- 
tion on it." 

The new, longer list includes sec- 
tions of Rock Creek, (he Little 
Wood River,' Silver Creek and sev- 
eml sections of the Snake River. 

“Wbat this-mcans-is that we, will- 

now err on the side of water^unlity. 
protection,’’ Harm said. Specifically, 
she said federal and slate water- 
quality workers wilt have to develop 
an effective monitoring program to 
keep track of pollutants. 

"It will no-longcr be business os 
usual by not protecting o.ur water,” 
Harm $aid. “It will force us to look 
more critically ot whol we’re dis- 
charging into our streams.” 

The old list of polluted waterways 
was small because not enough atten- 
tion was given to water-quality mon- 
itoring, Harm said. 

EPA oiTicials in Seattle could not 
be reached for comment Monday. 

Joe Nagel, administrator of the 


state's. Division in Environmental 
Quality, in Boise, said he’s been ex- 
pecting wotcr-quality issues to.con^e 
to a boil - and has been inciting 
his staff in preparation. In maiiy cos- 
es, the federal EPA pays the state 
DEQ to Ailfill its obligations, Nagel 
said.'"' 

Water-quality experts will develop 
"total maximum doily load” assess- 
ments for all of the waterways on 
the revised list, Nagel said. TMDLs 
are essentially a budget for the 
amount of chemicals, sediments and 
organic gunk and slop that can be al- 
lowed in a river or stream. 

, Producing TMDLs for every wa- 
terway on the EPA’s new list will be 
a lot of work, Poole said, “but it’s a 
huge effort because of all the past 
failures to act." 

Pollution can come from o variety 
of sources, ranging from discharge 
pipes at food-processing factories 
and waste treatment plants, to “non- 
point” sources such os logging, graz- 


ing ond irrigation - which increase 
the amount of woter-bornc sedi- 
ments. . 

The S64 million question, Nagel 
said, is “how many of these prob- 
lems can be answered with the same 
solution?” 

"‘Tri .many cases, he said,"thc prob-:" 
lems can be solved with "broad- 
brush” answers - but the solutions 
must be acceptable at the local level, 
Nagel said. . 

“This can’t be done by lobbyists 
in Boise,” he said. “Thot’s what’s 
going on now and it just isn’t work- 
ing.” 

Monday's announcement by the 
EPA sets the clock ticking on a 30; 
day comment period, during which 
the public can moke a case for - or 
against - a particular waterway’s in- 
clusion on the list. When the com- 
ment period ends, the EPA will re- 
vise and finalize the list of polluted 
rivers and streams in Idaho.

Tribe enlists actor Seagal 
in campaign against dump 


WASHINGTON — The 
Ctinlon administration -has provoked 
on outcry from a religious group by 
arguing that parishioners who arc in 
debt and heading for bankruptcy can- 
not contribute moncy.to their church, 

Supporters of a six-month-old law 

■ designed to protect worshippers from 

government interference say the view 
taken by the Justice Department in a 
Minnesota bankruptcy case under- 
mines the new statute. 

•‘The department's position is'a 
slap in the face to our religious com- 
munity and it should not stand,” says 
Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, the new 
law’s co-author. 

At issue is 'an attempt by creditors 
to collect thrS13,S00 that Bruce and 
Nancy Young gave to the Crystal 
Evangelical Free Church of New 

— Hopc,-Mihn...in thc.ycar.bcforcjhcy 

filed for bankruptcy. 

The church is appealing a federal 
• judge's ruling that the money must 
be turned over' to the creditors. The 
Justice Department has sided with the 
creditors, arguing that the case could • 
open a loophole for criminals to hide 
their a.s.sels. 

The Youngs observed the practice 
of tithing, giving the church each 
week 10 percent of the gross earnings 
from their electrical contracting busi- 
ness. 

■‘There is no instruction in the 
Scriptures (where) God says you 
only give to me in the good times," 
said the Rev. Stephen Gooldrthc 
church’s pastor. "1110 government is 
saying we will now tell you how you 
practiM your biblical fulllf." ^ 

A judge held in 1993 that because 
the Youngs got .nothing of value for 
the church donations, the offerings 
amounted to a fraudulent transfer of 
their assets. 

Before filing for bankruptcy, 
debtors can spend their money on 
anything as long as they get some- 
thing of value for it. To prevent peo- 
ple from hiding their assets, the bank- 
ruptcy code allows creditors to seize 
- any money that debtors have given 
away. 

"The debtor is free to spend his 
money however he wants even on 
frivolous consumption ... traveling, 
booze, gambling and prostitution, os 
long as he isn’t giving it away," said 
Douglas Laycock, a First 
Amendment scholar at the University 
nfTey.TS. 

"If he can gamble it away he ought 
10 be able to give it to hLs church."

Hutus tcrriHed by the advance of 
the mostly Tutsi rebels streamed 
south, their movements masked by 
heavy rain and fog, said Mark 
Huband, a reporter for the British 
newspaper the Guardian. 

U.N. officials estimated^6Q,000 
people now were on the run from the 
capital, which was once home to 
350,000 people. 

It is not known how many people 
remained tn Kigali after more than a 
month of ethnic slaughter and combat 
between rebels and troops of the 
Hulu-dominalcd government. Tens of 
thousands of people fled the city ear- 
lier.

Thgrc was no word from Aden, the 
' southern capital, orr the reported 
fighting, and no way to verify the 
claim. Communications with Aden' 
were cut off. 

If the reported fighting in the 
Shahwah region, 150 miles northeast 
of Aden, were confirmed, it would be 
the first major combat in an oil area 
since civil war erupted between the 
north and south on May 5. 

Both sides have reported some 
hostilities in Shahwah over the past 
week, mainly air raids. 

The north and south arc struggling 
for control of the oilfields, Yemen’s 
most valuable economic resource. 

A military spokesman said north- 


ern forces “liquidated” the advance 
forces of the southern Mulham 
Brigade in Shabwah, capturing tanks, 
other vehicles and weapons. A “large 
number” of southern soldiers then 
defected to northern ranks, the 
spokesman said. 

Both sidcs-havc claimed military__ 
victories in recent days that proved 
exaggerated. Independent observers 
and 'journalists arc allowed to travel 
to lire fronts only on guided trips, and 
none have been made in the past two 
days. 

Yemen, a largely tribal nation on

New Haitian official 
consolidates contra 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— Haiti’s army-backed president 
usurped the post of prime minister 
Monday,- hours after the nominal 
premier told government workers 
to ignore orders from, the military 
and its new civilian figurehead. 

The developments increased ten- 
sions in Haiti, where real power 
has come from the military since 
soldiers toppled elected President 
Jean-Bcrtrand Aristide in 1991. 

The army’s surrogate; Emile 
Jonassaint, 81, announced he 
would serve both as provisional 
president and as premier, violating 
a central provision of the Haitian 
constitution separating the heads of 
state and government. 

He made the decision by decree. 
His statement, which listed his 
Cabinet.selections, was broadcast 
on army-controlled state news 


media. Key allies of Junassain|. 
said the former Supreme Court 
chief justice would rule by decree,

And. this is hap- 
pening as the local market for nurses 
shrinks, she said.v . . .. 

Not every department has seen growth. 

Agriculture classes have seen 20 percent 
fewer students in the past six years, reduc- 
ing average class size to II students. 

The trustees also voled-unonimously to 
buy 10.2 acres of land just north of the 
campus from the Twin Falls School District 
for $49,633. This land is along the Pcrrinc

Fired officer faces 
charge of sex abuse

Special pro-sccutor Tom Watkins, 
a deputy in the Idaho attorney gener- 
al's criminal division, told jurors that 
on July 9, 1991, Connor twice 
readied under the girl's shirt and bra 
and scjucczcd her breast at an Oakley 
church camp. 

Connor and the girl had been sit- 
ting on a couch inside a trailer, while 
Connor's wife was in another room, 
Watkins said. It was raining outside 
and Connor and the girl had been 
laughing together. Connor pulled the 
girl onto his lap and then touched 
her, Watkins said. 

Afterward, Connor kissed her on 
the mouth and told her “good night." 


Later he walked her back to her lent 
and said he was sorry. Watkins said. 

When stale police investigators 
confronted him with the girl’s accu- 
sation, Connor said the touching was 
accidental and that he had been 
asleep. But another witness, a Rupert 
woman, will iestify that Connor 
made similar advances on her at 
about the same age, Watkins said. 

Both the girl and the woman arc 
■'manipulative hnd deceitful" and 
have ulterior motives for accusing 
Connor, defense lawyer Tim 
Williams told jurors. The girl has a 
dysfunctional background and used 
sex appeal to win friends. Williams 
said. When Connor rejected her 
advances, she fell jilted, he said.

County agent: Grazing cutbacks 
would cost area about 30 jobs

BURLEY - About 30 jobs will be 
lost to the local economy if three 
local ranchers cannot renew their 
grazing permits at the Minidoka 
National Wildlife Refuge, an agri- 
cultural Extension agent told Cassia 
County commissioners Monday. 

Another Extension official 
-described -the. forecast, economic, 
impact as "a little high.” • '• 

Three Mini-Cassia ranchers and 
Richard Garrard, Cassia County 
extension agent, met with commis- 
sioners Monday to plan their protest 
of a May 2 decision by the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The agency will no longer renew 
permits on the refuge after this 
grazing season. Grazing could be 
banned on about 42Q refuges across 
the nation ns a: result of a successful 
legal challenge by the National 
Audubon Society andjOihcr envi- 


ronmental groups, said Terry 
Gladwin, the acting project leader 
for the Southeast’ Idaho Refuge 
Complex. 

If the three ranchers are forced to 
keep fewer cattle, they will spend 
less money on labor, hay, veteri- 
nary care and other services. 
Businesses will cut back employ- 
ment, Garrard said. 

About 700 cattle graze on the 
.refuge lon^for about three months 
duringahe'auiumOlfd^witlter,; 
Garrard said. Ranchers make about 
$87,500 each year selling calves 
ifrom the refuge. Mulliplylng by 
'seven - the number of times the 
money ripples through the local 
economy into other services - yields 
an economic irtipaci of $612,500, 
Garrard said. 

Divide $612,500 by $20,000 - the 
average annual wage in the county - 
and you have about 30 people sup- 
ported by the cattle that graze on the 
refuge, Garrard said. 


Garrard's economic equation is “a 
little high” but close to accurate, 
said NctI- Meyer, a Moscow-bused 
University of Idaho Extension econ- 
omist.

Short-term Treasury bill

WASHINGTON — Interest roles on 
short-term Trca.sury securities fell in Mon-

The Treasury Department sold $12.1 bil- 
lion in three-month bills at an average dis- 
count rate of 4.22 percent, down from 4.32 
percent last week. Another $12 billion was 
sold in six-month bills at an average dis- 
count rate or4.69 percent, down from 4.81 
percent. 

The rates were the lowest since May 2 
when the ihrcc-month bills sold for 4 per- 
cent and the six-month bills averaged 4.41 
percent. 

The new discount rates understate the 
actual return to investors — 4,33 percent 
for three-month bills with a $10,000 bill 
selling for $9,893.30 and 4.87 percent for a 
six-month bill selling for $9,762.90. 

In a separate report, the Federal Reserve 
said Monday that the average yield for

Econoinists predict another rate hike

WASHINGTON — The Federal Reserve

Financial markets luve been thrown into

But cponomisis.bclievjcd Tues- 
day's action, if it comes, would have a less 
adverse effect. 

Markets arc beginning to sense the Fed's 
credit lightening is coming to an end. at 
least for awhile, they said. 

Many but not all forecasters expected a 
onc-half percentage point, increase in the 
federal funds rate, the iniercst.bonks charge 
each other on overnight loons..This rate'eur- 
rcntly stands at 3.75 percent. ■

The proposed “merger of 
equals," which would require GM 
to spin off EDS, would create a 
high-tech behemoth with S20 bil- 
lion in annual revenue, 1^20,000 
employees and powerful communi.- 
caiions and data procc.ssing capa- 
bilities. 

GM purchased EDS in 1984 for 
S2.5 billion from founder Ross Per- 
ot in a rare stroke of luck or fore- 
sight to modernize its information 
processing system. The unit is now- 
valued by analysts at about S15 bil- 
. lion. 

To make the merger happen, GM 
would'spin off EDS to holders of 
its Class E common stock, whose 
dividends are based on income 
from EDS. Terms of any merger 
with Sprint have yet to be agreed 
upon. 

Nevertheless, EDS and Sprint 
.said the merger would strengthen 
their respective positions in exist- 
ing markets while enabling them to 
lackle emerging multimedia- mar- 
kets.

The bra was designed in 1964 by 
one Louise Poirier, herself none too 
overly endowed, a designer for 
Canadcllc, a Canadian lingerie com- 
pany. In the food chain (hat is modem 
retailing. Canadcllc is now part of 
Playicx, which in turn is part of Sara 
Lee (yes, the cheesecake company). 

Canadcllc.licen sed Gos sard, a 
London-ba^ company, to moke the 
Wonderbra, which it did to relative 
obscurify"nfr'7earsrBurrjusnir 
Wonderbra was becoming all the 
rage, Gossard's license to make it 
expired, at the end of last year.
